The full-length engraved copperplate depiction of John Law from the 
famous early 18th-century Dutch satirical work that ridiculed the 
extravagances and follies of the South Sea Bubble and Law’s Mississippi 
Scheme. Het groote tafereel der dwaasheid (The Great Mirror of Folly) is an 
important book for a variety of reasons, many of them numismatic. It was 
initially published in 1720 or shortly thereafter, almost certainly in the 
Netherlands (as most of it is in Dutch), probably in Amsterdam. The 
compiler and publishing history of this farcical work remain uncertain. Het 
groote tafereel is not in fact one work, but a collection of poems, plays, 
business models, engravings, letters and other works relevant to this 
cataclysmic financial disaster (some of the authors of the plays and other 
works have been identified, including Gysbert Tysens and Pieter 
Langendijk). The actual contents of the extant copies vary and have created 
a bibliographical nightmare for those set on determining issue sequences 
and such. (Arthur Cole’s The Great Mirror of Folly (Het Groote Tafereel der 
Dwaasheid): An Economic-Bibliographic Study [1949] remains essential reading on 
the subject.) Most bibliographers believe the work was printed for several 
decades after its original publication, attesting both to the dire effects of 
Law’s schemes and the power of this clandestine satire. It is most famous 
for its engravings, many of which are comical and a number of which are 
more or less obscenely so. As John Law is the heart of the volume, this is in 
some ways the most important of the plates, though it is admittedly more 
straightforward (and straighdaced) in its depiction than others. At the peak 
of his power, Law controlled the French mints and the bulk of the French 
economy. His escapades were the subject of a number of rare medals that 
are avidly sought today (and about which John W. Adams has written an 
excellent monograph). While the fact that this plate was at some point in 
time removed from its binding is distressing, it would make for a wonderful 
piece of framed art in the study of one interested in Law and his antics.

The notice gives the text of the proposed act, which 
calls on the Secretary of the Treasury to take such steps as to bring about a 
Coinage Department in the New York Assay Office to produce gold and 
silver coins, after the establishment of which the transfer of precious metals 
to the Philadelphia Mint would cease. Page 4 includes a relatively long article 
(about 32 column inches) on Confederate currency and the state of the 
Southern economy. Tided “Explosion of a Currency,” the article excoriates 
the CSA government and ridicules the currency thereof. Noting that most 
Northerners had not encountered it, the anonymous author writes, “It is 
true that we have obtained distant glimpses of the great carnival of rags in 
which the Southern zanies have been rioting. Huge deposits of the fetid 
trash have been taken with their forts, and passed from hand to hand among 
the victors, to be preserved as mute but greasy mementoes of typographic 
barbarism.” The article goes on to describe the amounts of CSA currency 
issued and postulate on the dire effects it would have on the Southern 
economy. “The world has never seen a currency to equal it for rottenness,” 
the screed continues, comparing it unfavorably to Continental currency and 
French assignats. It would be wonderful to know who wrote this: the author 
mentions collectors of paper money on more than one occasion, and clearly 
had some knowledge of collectable paper money.

A rare publication, missing from both the Bass and Ford libraries, Norton’s Literary letter was one of the few U.S. periodicals 
to publish articles on numismatics prior to the establishment of the American journal of Numismatics in. 1866. Indeed, 
numismatics were a significant subject of the publication from the very beginning. The first article in the first issue cites 
Charles Bushnell and includes an illustration of a 1792 half disme. Much of the rest of the issue is devoted to a listing of rare 
books on American history for sale by the publisher, Charles Norton (an early American coin collector, who sold coins at 
auction as early as May 1858). The first article of the second issue (1858) includes illustrations of the 1792 Washington “half 
dollar’ and the Non Dependens Status copper, which Norton ascribes to Paul Revere (and which has been assumed to have 
been created in the 1860s). This issue also includes a fixed price offering of coins for sale. The third issue (1859) is the most 
important from a numismatic perspective, including as it does William S.F. Mayers’s “Literature of American Numismatics,” 
the first article published on U.S. numismatic literature. Mayers’s article is a transcript of an address he made to a meeting of 
the American Numismatic Society, and is important not only for its record of the hobby during its nascent period, but for its 
commentary' on the coins themselves. He notes of the Massachusetts NE coinage, for instance, that “Twenty dollars is a low 
price for the NE shilling or sixpence, and the threepence has entirely disappeared.” The real value of Mayers’s commentary, 
however, lies in his description of the state of numismatic literature at the time: “The awakening interest has naturally 
created a class of writers who especially devote themselves to the agreeable and instructive investigation of our coins, 
medals, and tokens, and the nucleus of an American numismatographical collection is already formed, to which, we have no 
doubt, valuable works will now be frequently added.” Mayer’s article is one of the pioneer works of U.S. numismatics and of 
significant historical importance. The article is supplemented by illustrations of an NE s hillin g and sixpence, a Carolina 
elephant token and a Lord Baltimore shilling. It is followed by a 10-page article titled “American Medals” and a single-page 
article on the prices of coins. The fourth issue (also 1859) includes an unsigned article on “Masonic Numismatics,” which 
provides an overview of Masonic tokens and medals. The two issues composing the New Series focus on bibliography, 
though the first includes a fixed price list of coins for sale. Individual issues of Norton’s Uterary Letter are rarely offered, with 
complete sets almost unheard of. Neither the Harry' Bass nor the John Ford library included any issues of this publication, 
and I do not know of a complete set being offered since Armand Champa’s set was sold in 1994 in Part One of the 
Bowers/Davis sale of his library (lot 436). Attinelli 87,112. Davis 804. Sabin 55870.
